1. (Currently Amended) A method of assembling a printhead module for a printhead 
assembly, the method comprising the steps of: 

mounting at least two printhead integrated circuits to an upper surface of a respective 
one of at least one- two fluid distribution membe r members , the at least two printhead 
integrated circuits each having nozzles formed therein for printing fluid onto the surface of 
print media;-and 

fixedly attaching with an ad h es iv e material a lower surface of the at least: one fluid 
distribution member members onto an upper surface of a support member having fluid 
delivery channels for the nozzles of the at least two printhead integrated circuits with curable 
resin adhesive selectively deposited about the fluid deli very channels of the support member 
and associated apertures of the fluid distribution members leading to the nozzles , so as to 
form a unitary arrangement of the support member, the at least two printhead integrated 
circuits and the at least one fluid distribution member m embers: and 

curing the curable resin adhesive to seal the selective attachment of the fluid 
distribution and support members . 

2. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1, further comprising the step of 
adhering an electrical connector to a section of the upper surface of the at least one fluid 
distribution member members for connecting electrical signals to the at l eas t t wo respective 
printhead integrated circuits.

4. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 2 claim 1 , wherein the a t tach in g 
st e p further inc lu d es the ste p of curing the curable resin so as to fix the at least one fluid 
distribution member to the support memb e r is an epoxv resin . 

5. (Currently Amended) A method according to cl aim 2 claim K wherein the attaching 
step includes the step of selectively depositing the curable resin about apertures on the upper 
surface of the support member which extend to the fluid delivery channels. 
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6. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 3 claim 5 , wherein the attaching 
st e p further include s the step of curing the curable resin is performed so as to form sealing 
gaskets about the apertures of the support member and associated apertures of the at least 
e**e-fluid distribution nie m be n nembers .
